Previously  to  the  publication  of  this  catalog  Mr.  Maynard 
sold  to  a  member  of  the  Hooper  family  the  kettle-shaped 
mahogany  Chest  on  Chest,  originally  owned  by  the  “King”  Hooper 
family  of  Marblehead.  The  present  owner  has  kindly  consented 
to  allow  this  piece  to  be  exhibited  in  this  exhibition.  During  the 
war  of  1812  this  chest  was  taken  to  Manchester  for  safe  keeping, 
and  was  inherited  in  1888  by  Caroline  K.  Wyman,  daughter  of 
Henry  A.  and  Priscilla  Hooper.  This  is  the  only  Chest  on  Chest 
in  this  form  known.

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“LOWESTOFT  CHINA” 


There  has  been  nothing  said,  and  not  much  written,  in  regard  to  the  so- 
called  “Lowestoft  China,”  which  we  find  in  our  Colonial  homes,  or  which  has 
come  down  to  us  from  Colonial  times.  Although  many  people  have  confused 
the  subject  by  trying  to  connect  this  Chinese  Lowestoft  which  was  made  for  our 
American  market,  between  the  time  of  our  Tea  Party,  which  was  held  in  Bos¬ 
on  Harbor,  and  as  late  as  1820,  with  China  that  has  been  made  at  Lowestoft. 
England,  there  has  never  been  any  reason  for  confusing  the  two  wares.  Up  to 
the  time  of  the  Tea  Party  we  were  importing  most  of  our  China  from  England. 
After  that  time  we  began  importing  large  quantities  of  this  ware  from  China. 
Even  England,  herself,  imported  large  quantities  for  her  own  market.  This 
china  was  decorated  by  designs,  sent  in  many  instances,  by  the  people  who  were 
to  use  it  on  their  table,  and  is  purely  a  Chinese  manufacture,  manufactured  for 
the  American  market.  There  is  no  china  that  has  a  closer  relationship  to  the 
history  of  our  Country,  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  eighteenth  and  the  first 
quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century,  than  this  so-caleld  “Lowestoft”  china.  Its 
paste  and  decoration  make  a  very  strong  appeal  to  the  American  Collector  of 
home  furnishings,  and  is  rapidly  becoming  more  and  more  appreciated.  Some  of» 
the  china  made  for  the  English  market  has  a  more  elaborate  decoration  than  that 
made  for  the  American  market,  and  is  quite  easily  distinguished  for  that  reason. 
The  American  “Lowestoft”  being  decorated  in  a  very  simple  manner.  The  col¬ 
lection  of  “Lowestoft”  in  this  sale  is  without  doubt  the  largest  and  most  im¬ 
portant  collecion  ever  offered  for  sale  in  public  aucion  in  this  Country,  and  it 
will  be  impossible,  to  duplicate  many  of  the  pieces  here  offered. 

I  have  not  made  any  special  effort  to  collect  form,  but  have  tried  to  get  as 
many  different  styles  of  decoration  as  possible.  It  is  becoming  very  difficult  to 
obtain  good  examples  of  “Lowestoft.”  As  a  matter  of  fact  I  would  say  it  is  al¬ 
most  impossible  to  find  examples  worthy  of  a  collection.

“STEIGEL”  GLASS 


There  are  in  this  sale  over  one  hundred  examples  of  glass  made  by  Henry 
William  Stiegel.  Although  my  collection  of  glass  has  been  exhibited  as  “Early 
American”  glass,  ever  since  I  have  been  making  this  collection,  yet  the  increased 
interest  in  “Stiegel  Glass,”  caused  by  the  gift  of  the  remarkable  collection  to  the 
Metropolitan  Museum  by  Frederick  William  Hunter,  and  the  publishing  of  his 
book  “Stiegel  Glass,”  necessitates  a  word  on  this  subject,  as  there  seems  to  be 
a  great  amount  of  fear  and  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  collector  of  “Stiegel  Glass,” 
caused  by  the  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  kinds  of  glass  Stiegel  made.  It  is 
of  great  importance  to  know  that  the  Metropolitan  Museum  is  exhibiting  the 
examples  as  illustrated  in  Frederick  William  Hunter’s  book,  and  has  accepted  his 
book  as  the  best  authority  to  date  on  this  subject. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  Mr.  Hunter  has  splendid  reasons,  based  on  a  very 
careful,  personal  research,  and  has  many  convincing  proofs  that  “Baron  Stiegel 
did  make  all  the  examples  illustrated  in  his  book,  except  possibly  No.  109  and  No. 
110,  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  going  any  too  far  to  say  that  there  is  no  one  who  can 
positively  state  that  Stiegel  did  not  make  these  patterns  at  his  factory. 

In  meeting  with  the  many  conflicting  opinions,  the  collector  should  always 
bear  in  mind  that  Mr.  Stiegel,  himself,  and  practically  all  of  his  workmen  were 
of  German  or  Dutch  origin.  Consequently  many  of  their  patterns  and  designs 
have  a  distinct  German  atmosphere,  and  one  is  absolutely  safe  in  accepting 
Frederick  William  Hunter’s  book  as  his  guide.  The  collecting  of  Early 
American  Glass  is  only  in  its  infancy,  and  without  doubt  at  no  far  distant  date 
will  take  its  place  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  branches  of  art  in  our  public  ex¬ 
hibitions.  The  price  for  examples  of  “Early  American  Glass”  is  advancing  at 
a  very  rapid  pace,  and  the  prices  paid  today  will  seem  small  in  comparison  to 
what  they  will  bring  in  the  future.

This  is  the 
finest  example  of  a  rapier  I  have  ever  seen,  being  in  beautiful  condi¬ 
tion,  having  sheath  with  silver  top  band.  There  is  a  cane  that  goes 
with  this  sword  having  the  complete  history  engraved  on  silver  top.

name  “M.  Buyers”  on  base,  made  by  “D.  Hall,”  Philadelphia,  1765.

STICKS  11%  inches  high,  maker’s  mark  “O.  B.”  in  rectangle.  I  pur¬ 
chased  this  pair  of  candle  sticks  in  a  home  in  Massachusetts  and  the 
family  informed  me  they  came  from  their  ancestors  who  lived  in  New- 
buryport.  The  monogram  “M.  G.  P.”  on  base,  I  was  informed,  was 
placed  there  by  one  of  the  descendants  to  whom  these  sticks  were  willed 
about  1825.  The  sticks  were  made  around  1790,  posibly  as  early  as  1775. 
The  only  other  important  pair  of  American  candle  sticks  that  I  have 
ever  seen  or  heard  of  are  in  the  Worcester  Museum,  made  by  Thomas 
Lynde.  These  sticks  are  designed  probably  under  the  influence  of 
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Adam,  although  I  have  been  unable  to  find  an  English  stick,  either  in 
Sheffield  Plate  or  silver  in  just  this  same  design.  Apart  from  the  pair 
of  sticks  in  the  Worcester  Museum,  these  sticks  are  without  doubt  the 
most  important  American  silver  candle  sticks  that  are  known. 

391.  AN  EARLY  AMERICAN  HAMMERED  SILVER  CAN  SHAPED 

TANKARD,  marked  “S.  M.,”  in  rectangle  on  bottom  and  in  cover, 
made  by  Samuel  Minott,  1732-1803,  an  excessively  rare  form  of  tank¬ 
ard  by  an  American  maker.

SIX  HEPPLEWHITE  SIDE  CHAIRS.  These  chairs  date  about  1780 
and  are  from  one  of  the  old  homes  in  Washington,  D.  C.  This  design 
is  illustrated  in  the  “Cabinet  Maker’s  and  Upholsterer’s  Guide,”  printed 
in  1794,  and  is  one  of  Hepplewhite’s  choicest  designs.  The  carving 
is  exquisitely  done,  unusually  clear,  and  the  quality  of  chair  would  sug¬ 
gest  that  they  might  have  been  made  by  Hepplewhite  himself.  They 
are  worthy  of  any  collection,  and  if  properly  restored  will  be  won- 
drously  beautiful. 

MAHOGANY  CANOPY  TOP  BED.  The  two  lower  posts  and  the 
moulding  of  the  canopy  are  beautifully  carved,  dating  about  1800.  This 
bed  comes  from  one  of  our  old  Back  Bay  bomes. 

CHIPPENDALE  MAHOGANY  CONSOL  TABLE,  with  ball  and  claw 
feet.  The  knees  are  finished  with  acanthus  leaf  carving,  dating  about 
1740.  Two  of  these  tables  are  in  the  Pendelton  collection. 

CHIPPENDALE  MAHOGANY  ARM  CHAIR,  with  ball  and  claw  feet, 
the  arms  ending  in  scroll,  the  knees  finished  with  the  acanthus  leaf 
carving,  about  1750. 

SHERATON  TAMBOUR  DOOR  LADY’S  WRITING  DESK.  The 
handles  while  old  are  not  the  original  handles,  the  only  two-drawer 
desk  of  this  kind  I  have  ever  owned,  about  1780.

522.  MAHOGANY  SHERER  DINING  TABLE.  This  is  the  dining  table 

part  of  a  set  of  three  tables,  originally  having  two  side  tables,  which  on 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  could  be  attached  to  this  table,  but  the 
three  tables  were  divided  among  different  members  of  the  family, 
dating  about  1780-1800. 

523.  “CARVER”  CHAIR,  about  1625.  The  bottoms  of  the  legs  of  this  chair 

have  been  restored. 

524.  LACQUER  DRESSING  STAND,  about  1760. 

525.  THREE  PIECE  SET  GILT  CANDELABRA,  with  prisms,  about  1810 

to  1830. 

526.  PAIR  BRASS  SHOVEL  AND  TONGS,  lemon  tops. 

527.  SHEFFIELD  FLOWER  HOLDER,  with  open  worked  edge. 

528.  PAIR  OPAQUE  GLASS  CANDLE  HOLDERS,  with  cut  glass  prisms. 

529.  EARLY  AMERICAN  TABLE  CHAIR,  about  1765. 

530.  EARLY  AMERICAN  ARM  CHAIR,  wtih  slat  back,  about  1790.

532.  HEPPLEWH1TE  ESCRITOIRE,  about  1780,  in  mahogany,  very  simple, 

but  beautifully  inlaid,  has  Tambour  doors,  two  drawers,  with  bookcase 
top,  parts  of  the  veneer  on  top  of  writing  board  were  missing  and  had  to 
be  replaced,  and  also  two  of  the  brackets  underneath  the  lower  drawer. 
The  handles,  while  old,  are  not  original,  but  the  piece  originally  had 
this  type  of  handle.  This  is  the  only  example  of  this  type  that  I  have 
been  able  to  find  in  13  years.  It  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  pieces  in 
this  collection. 

533.  PAINTED  SATINWOOD  TABLE.  The  edges  of  this  beautiful  table 

are  inlaid  with  kingwood,  between  which  on  a  buff  background  is 
painted  peacock  feathers.  The  centre  is  occupied  by  a  wreath  of  flow¬ 
ers  painted  with  consummate  skill  after  the  style  of  Angelica  Kauffman. 
The  drawer  fronts,  as  well  as  the  legs,  are  painted  with  garlands  of 
flowers,  and  the  tops  of  the  legs  are  inlaid  with  a  rosette  of  colored 
woods  on  a  green  background.  The  drawer  fronts  and  legs  are  painted 
in  the  style  of  Zuehi.  There  is  an  inlay  of  holly  wood  and  mahogany 
around  the  base  of  the  table,  and  an  ebony  inlay  on  the  edges  of  the 
legs.  The  table  has  the  original  Sheffield  handles  and  the  original 
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castors.  This  is  without  doubt  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pieces  of 
antique  furniture  ever  sold  in  America.  See  illustration.

This  piece  has  been  restored,  evidently  many  years  ago,  and 
walnut  was  used  instead  of  mahogany  in  a  few  of  the  patches. 

553.  EMPIRE  TIP  TABLE,  inlaid  with  hollywood  in  centre,  cross-band  of 

mahogany  on  outer  edge,  with  a  line  of  hollywood,  pedestal  beautifully 
carved,  with  claw  feet.  This  piece  was  found  in  an  old  home  in  Ash- 
mont.  Dates  about  1820. 

554.  AARON  WILLARD  BANJO  CLOCK,  entirely  original,  a  very  fine 

specimen. 

555.  ANTIQLTE  ROYAL  BOKHARA  RUG,  of  the  18th  century,  size  12x8, 

with  a  border  measuring  16  inches.  Many  of  the  designs  are  in  silk, 
and  the  medallions  are  outlined  with  silk.  This  rug  has  been  repaired 
through  the  centre,  a  very  old  and  exceedingly  rare  rug.
